The Committee will enquire Into the methods of Inventory control, the actual 
levels of inventories and the stocks of unsold products held In the following 
Enterprises— 

(1) Hindustan Steel Limited- 

(2) National Coal Development Corporation Limited- 

(3) Fertiliser Corporation of India Limited. 

(4) Heavy Electricals (India) Limited. 

The Committee will examine all the relevant factors and report as to whether 
the Inventory held by these Enterprises Is related to actual producticfc/pperatlonal 
requirements'. The Committee will advise Government on the measure's' necessary 
to keep the inventory at economic levels and also suggest Improvements in* the 
techniques of inventory management. 

The Committee will give its Report within a period of 9 months-
